Imagine you work the front 
desk at a San Francisco hotel. One eve- 


ning, a few days before the Super Bowl, a 


man checks in, accompanied by a young 
child with no luggage. The child is very 
quiet; the man pays in cash. It could be 
innocent enough — a father traveling

might not hesitate to call the cops. 

Last week, reps from the FBI, the 
Department of Homeland Security, 
the California Attorney General’s 
Office, and District Attorneys from 
nine Bay Area counties kicked off San 
Francisco’s “human trafficking aware-

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ness” campaign. (And this 
week, in the Tenderloin, 
the city will debut 
No Traffic Ahead, a 





prop for the likes of Donald Trump. 
It may also have been the final straw 
for Mirkarimi in the eyes of voters, 
who elected current Sheriff Vicki 
Hennessy to replace him by a 2-to-1 
margin in November. 

At least, that’s how Supervisor 
John Avalos sees it. 

“Last year, the whole Sanctuary 
City got criticized [and] used as a tool 
to bash [Mirkarimi],” Avalos said. “It 
was used to show he was coddling im- 
migrants in the jail system — it was 
turned into a campaign issue.” 

On the campaign trail, Hennessy 
pledged to rescind the memo and 
reopen communication between her 
deputies and officials with Immigra- 
tion and Customs Enforcement (ICE). 

She didn’t say how or when, nor 
has she offered further detail since 
taking office — except that “the sanc- 
tuary policy will be different,” she 
told KRON-4 in a recent interview.

multi-agency outreach and advertising 
initiative to spotlight human traffick- 
ing in our own backyards.) Officials 
were quick to note the campaign coin- 
cides with Human Trafficking Aware- 
ness Month and is not related to the 
Super Bowl. 

“[Trafficking] occurs every day, ev- 
erywhere, says Supervisor Katy Tang, 
who has written several laws to restrict 
prostitution in the city’s massage 
parlors. 

But conventional wisdom says traf- 
ficking goes into overdrive during big 
events like the Super Bowl. Last year, 
law enforcement in Arizona — where 
Super Bowl 49 was held in Glendale — 
arrested 360 suspected johns and 68 
alleged traffickers. In what’s become a 
predictable pageant, host cities vow to 
crack down on traffickers and report 
successful sting operations, but rarely 
provide comparative data to help ob- 
servers put those arrests in context. 

“T haven't seen solid facts from any 
of the groups, just the potential that 
[trafficking] can happen,” says Kevin 
Carroll, executive director of the Hotel 
Council of San Francisco, a trade group 
that represents more than 250 hotels 
in the city. 

In October, San Francisco hospitali- 
ty organizations — including the Hotel 
Council — met with law enforcement 
and the Super Bowl 50 Host Com- 
mittee for training in how to identify 


As of press time Tuesday, she still 
had yet to specify, and Mirkarimi’s 
memo was still in effect. 

“The change has not happened 
yet,” said Eileen Hurst, Hennessy’s 
chief of staff, who added that the new 
sheriff will “bring the immigrant ad- 
vocate community into the loop.” 

Currently not in the loop, how- 
ever, are advocates like Avalos, who 
says he’s received “mixed messages” 
from Hennessy’s crew. 

“She hasn't given me any clear 
indication as to what changes she’s 
making,” he said. “She says, on the 
one hand, she would follow the will 
of the Board of Supervisors. And on 
the other, she would like to have dis- 
cretion over what she called ‘career 
criminals.” 

In general, dropping a dime to 
immigration when a deportation-el- 
igible inmate is released flies in the 
face of the city’s entire Sanctuary 
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human trafficking. The idea is that 
everyone on staff, from the kitchen 
to the management, needs to remain 
vigilant about noticing “questionable 
behavior.” 

The takeaway, Carroll says, is a 


slogan familiar to anyone in post-9/11 


America: If you see something, say 


something. 

But according to the training, 
housekeepers and room service atten- 
dants in the city’s more than 34,000 
hotel rooms should deem behavior 
that runs the gamut from the afore- 
mentioned children without luggage to 
adults who “appear to be under some- 
one else’s control” as “suspicious.” 

Given such slippery criteria, is the 
city worried about the potential for 
unduly panicked hotel staff? 

“It’s not like we’re saying, ‘If this 
person has a beard, then they’re a dan- 
ger. We aren't giving people egregious 
tips,” Tang says, adding that rescuing a 
trafficked victim outweighs the risk of 
offending a law-abiding guest. 

She draws a parallel to the Golden 
Gate Bridge, where sightseers without 
a camera, backpack, or jogging apparel 
could be questioned by authorities. 
(“There’s the risk of suicide,” she ex- 
plains.) 

A word of advice if you're planning 
a sexy hotel tryst on Super Bowl week- 
end: Leave the handcuffs at home. 


City policy. 

“We don’t believe deportation is 
a tool of public safety,” Avalos says. 
“She says quite the opposite.” 

But on one aspect of the city’s 
immigration policy, Avalos and 
Hennessy seem to be in agreement. 
Avalos has proposed a law that 
would bar the city’s participation 
in the federal “Priority Enforcement 
Program, which would allow federal 
immigration authorities to take cus- 
tody of certain convicted criminals. 

Hennessy also opposes PEP, say- 
ing it provides too much latitude for 
federal immigration agents to make 
“snap judgements.” 

It remains to be seen if that 
shared opposition to PEP will trans- 
late to agreement on other aspects of 
Sheriff department policy — or if the 
Board will make Hennessy’s tough 
choices for her. Greg Zeman 





A Wet Dry 


EI Nino has brought 
snowpack to just about 
normal, hinting at a drier 
future. 


The green hills and flooded 
driveways aside, it’s been a dry- 
ish winter. According to the state 
Department of Water Resources, 
instead of a drought-quenching 
torrent, El Nifio has delivered to 
San Francisco only 90 percent of 
the rainfall seen in a “normal” 
year as of Monday. 

Meanwhile, snowpack in 
the Sierras is just barely above 
average for this time of year. 
This means that not only is the 
drought not over — most of 
California is still officially in a 
state of “exceptional drought,” 
according to the official U.S. 
Drought Monitor — it may just 
be beginning. 

The four-year drought has 
left the state with a two-year 
water deficit, according to UC 
Berkeley professor B. Lynn 
Ingram, a geologist who special- 
izes in paleoclimatology. That 
means the state needs another 
El Nifio just like this one in 
order to refill reservoirs and 
replenish groundwater — yet 
some scientists think next year 
will bring a dry La Nifia instead, 
leading Ingram to deliver a dire 
pronouncement. 

“It’s not likely we’ll come 
out of this drought,” she told 
university press organ Berkeley 
News last week. 

Optimists will point out the 
wettest weather the “worst” 
of El Nino will deliver is yet to 
come. The 1997-98 El Nifio was 
strongest in January through 
March, and Ingram believes 
precipitation will be at “170 
percent of normal” for the year 
thanks to those months. 

Nonetheless, that won’t 
come close to replenishing the 
groundwater drained during the 
last four years. Instead, in part 
due to increasing evaporation 
thanks to climate change, Cali- 
fornia is likely entering a period 
of extended dry, Ingram said. 
Better save some of that drive- 
way runoff for later. Chris

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WHY IS DOUG BENSON TRYING TO PREVENT A “SUPER HIGH ME” SEQUEL? 


Super Sue Me 


Doug Benson has smoked his 
way to the title of America’s most canna- 
bis-friendly comedian — or, at least, the 
comedy world’s best-known pothead. 

This mantle has served him well. Af- 
ter the success of the 2008 documentary 
Super High Me — in which Benson gave 
cannabis the Morgan Spurlock treatment 
and subjected his body to 30 straight 
days of copious cannabis use, to no mea- 
surable ill physical or mental effects — 
stoner shtick has become indispensable 
to his act. 

He has a weekly podcast/videocast 
called Getting Doug with High, in which 
he gets stoned with other comedians for 
an hour or so. He made a movie called 
Chronic-Con, which is about him high at 
Comic-Con. Are you with me? Let’s re- 
view: Doug Benson smokes weed. 

Which makes his current legal battle 
to prevent a Super High Me sequel — on 
the grounds that releasing extra footage 
shot during his high drama would do ir- 
reparable damage to his “image,” or so his 
lawyers have declared in court — all the 
more confounding. 

The sequel, tentatively titled Super 
High Me Redux, is being pushed by Ben- 
son's former partners on the original 
film: producers Alex Campbell and D.J. 
Paul. (The director of Super High Me, Mi- 
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chael Blieden, is not involved.) The pair 
say they have about 800 hours of unused 
footage of Benson high and not high, 
shot during the initial filming in 2007. 
They also have more footage shot during 
the Prop. 19 legalization campaign in 
2010 and the subsequent DEA raids of 
Oaksterdam University, Prop. 19’s chief 
sponsor, in 2012. (Some of that footage 
may end up in yet another film Campbell 
is making about Prop. 19, called Oakster- 
dam Now.) 

Making the first film was evidently a 
bit of a production. An initial vision of 
selling Super High Me as a six-part reality 
TV series to Netflix, the project’s initial 
distributor, didn’t pan out. Conflicts 
arose between the project’s participants, 
who were unsure if they were making a 
film or a television series. Benson at one 
time or another threatened to drop out. 
Campbell seemed to 
want to make a film 
less about Benson and 
more about Califor- 
nia’s medical cannabis 
movement. Blieden, 

a former Daily Show 
correspondent, was in 
it because he had no 
other job. 

Whatever. Benson 
got stoned and told 
some jokes, the film got 
made, and Super High 
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Me became a “cult classic,” in Benson’s 
attorneys’ parlance. 

Years pass. Life went on — until 
2014, when Campbell and Paul informed 
Benson they wanted to use the extra 
footage to put together a sequel. (By this 
time, Benson’s career has taken off; his 
first-ever hour-long comedy special came 
out in 2014.) 

Sometime last year, Benson appar- 
ently viewed a trailer of Redux — and 
freaked out. Last spring, he filed for ar- 
bitration against the company he formed 
with Campbell and Paul to block the se- 
quel. Before that could play out, he fileda 
lawsuit in federal court in August to keep 
the extra footage under wraps. 

Say what you want about Doug Ben- 
son, but he does not want Super High Me 
Redux made — or the extra material col- 
lected during the filming of the original 
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released — under any circumstances. 
Herein lies the mystery: Exactly what 
in the footage is so sensitive, Benson 
won't say. (Through his manager, Bruce 
Smith, Benson declined all comment.) 
Nevertheless, he insists that releasing 
nine-year-old footage from a “cult clas- 
sic’ movie about him smoking a bale-ful 
of weed would somehow “injure his 
reputation, alienate and upset his fans, 
and potentially cause harm to his care- 
fully cultivated career,’ according to the 
lawsuit. 
What could possibly whip up fans 
of stoner comedy into such a righteous 
frenzy that they'd stop watching online 
videos of comedians pulling tubes? May- 
be it’s the visual evidence that Benson 
initially opposed the very film that cata- 
pulted him to his current level of fame. 
Judging by the trailer 
of the film, released 
on YouTube over the 
weekend, Benson was 
less than comfortable 
with being stoned all the 
time. He was also defi- 
nitely not interested in 
making a movie about 
the medical marijuana 
movement — you know, 
the very thing that 
allowed him to get le- 
gally stoned for 30 days 
straight. 
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“T don’t think he wants people to 
know that there was behind the scenes 
conflict that led to him temporarily 
quitting the project,” Campbell told SF 
Weekly. “And that he was not totally on 
board with some of the subject matter 
involving medical cannabis.” 

You get the feeling Benson never 
really wanted to be the poster child of 
somewhat-responsibly stoned people in 
the first place, even if it pushed his career 
to the next level. 

“He didn’t want the cameras around 
him personally, and he didn’t want the 
movie to have any part of the medical 
cannabis movement,’ Paul says. “He just 
wanted the movie to be about his come- 
dy, which was never the solitary goal of 
the project.” 

If youre feeling righteous, that’s what 
really stings. Activism is not for every- 
body — nobody would confuse Doug 
Benson with Sean Penn, with or without 
the trips to Haiti and audiences with El 
Chapo — but it’s hard to imagine Benson 
doing Super High Me without the activists 
who made it legally possible to buy mari- 
Juana in a store. 

It’s also hard to imagine Doug Benson 
without Super High Me. Good for him for 
changing his mind on that one, at least 
— because it almost never happened.

monuments — vertical pieces with 
edges, squares, and circles that could 
be of any time and any place. Gallagher 
died in 2009, but like De Staebler, he 
left behind work that will resonate for 
generations to come.

The inaugural exhibit at the new Berke-

In “Architecture of 
Life,” we get an arc of great art — includ- 
ing paintings, photography, film stills, 
layouts, and sculpture — that reflects 
the intimate doings of people’s imagina- 
tions.

You can see for yourself in an ex- 
hibit that features more than 70 pieces 
from Bonnard’s career, which spanned 
the 19th and 20th centuries.

Pearls on a String: Artists,

Great Islamic Courts 

With this exhibit, the Asian Art Museum 
continues its string of arresting shows 
about the Islamic edges of Asia's long 
history.

Archaeology and History of the Kingdom 
of Saudi Arabia,” which presented — in 
astonishing detail — such things as 
gravestones, doorways, and Hellenized 
sculpture. In “Pearls on a String,” we get 
calligraphy, maps, water colorings, paint- 
ings, and even artillery that narrate 
three different periods: 16th-century 
Mughal India, 17th-century Safavid Iran, 
and 18th-century Ottoman Turkey.

Baskets, FX. (Jan. 21) 

I'll keep this short because one sentence 
says it all: This show, co-created by Louis 
C.K., stars Zach Galifianakis as aman 
who's struggling to make it as a profes- 
sional clown in a rodeo, despite being 
schooled in the art in Paris. 


Hollywood Medium, E! (Jan. 24) 
20-year-old wunderkind clairvoyant Ty- 
ler Henry is so tuned into the astral 
plane that he can communicate with the 
great beyond — especially with stars 
who've got some cash. Strangely, even af- 
ter death, it seems a few of Snooki’s rela- 
tives are fine with coming forward and 
admitting they are related. 


American Crime Story: People V. 
O.J. Simpson, EX. (Feb. 2) 

I’m not going to lie; this is the new show I 
most anticipate.

REVOLUTIONARY ROAD 


Sometimes a factual account is the 
wrong way to go. In her 2009 mem- 

oir, Arm the Spirit, Diana Block detailed 
the 13 years she spent underground as 
part of a political collective dedicated to 
helping the Puerto Rican independence 
and Black Liberation movements. That 
experience was filled with predicaments 
in which political passions clashed and 
tangled with personal bonds, and Block 
knew that aspects of it were too sensitive 
and confidential to be shared in nonfic- 
tion form. Now, Block has addressed 
some of those issues by exploring them 
through fiction. Her new novel, Clandes- 
tine Occupations: An Imaginary His- 

tory, features a radical collective, an FBI 
sting, a friend’s betrayal, and multiple fe- 
male perspectives.

During its 12 years of existence, Brass 
Menazeri was a force of dynamic, 
danceable, and genuinely Balkan music, 
with a fabulous name to boot. Specializ- 
ing in the melancholy but robustly alive 
music of the Rom communities of Ser- 
bia, Macedonia, and Greece — horns, 
percussion, and vocals weaving joy and 
sorrow — while also stretching its 
boundaries to include Spanish fla- 
menco, Romanian manele, and original 
material in its mix, the band was wildly 
popular with both genre enthusiasts and 
dance-party maniacs before disbanding 
in 2013.

WAR AND RESILIENCE 


Inspired by the 40th anniversary of the 
end of the Vietnam War, Hanoi-born com- 
poser Van-Anh Vo has created The Odys- 
sey — From Vietnam to America, a 
multimedia work that explores human 
courage and resilience through stories of 
the Vietnamese boat people from the 
1970s to the 1990s. The multimedia work 
contains music, video, and interviews Vo 
conducted with those who fled violence 
and poverty in Vietnam and survived the 
treacherous sea voyages.

When Pixar’s Sanjay Patel came out 
with The Little Book of Hindu Dei- 
ties in 2006 — a bright, winsome 
book that explains exactly how Ga- 
nesha got an elephant’s head — he 
answered the prayers of many 
first-generation children who, like 
himself, grappled with the complex 
pantheon. Patel, whose animation 
credits include Toy Story 2, The In- 
credibles, and Monsters, Inc., fol- 
lowed the guidebook with two 
equally beautiful interpretations of 
Hindu myths. His latest, The Art of 
Sanjay’s Super Team, explains why. 
Like Patel’s Oscar-nominated direc- 
torial debut, it provides an origin 
story: A young boy grows up in his 
family’s Route 66 hotel with an un- 
quenchable love of comic books 
and cartoons. Unfortunately, his 
father’s daily pujas conflict with the 
kid’s cartoon time. In the film, the 
aggrieved Patel accidently snuffs 
the altar lamp and is transported to 
a temple where he joins Hindu gods 
in battle against the 10-headed Ra- 
vana. In real life Patel was an adult 
before he learned enough to em- 
brace his heritage — there were no 
children’s primers. Tonight, Patel 
talks about reclaiming his identity 
and creating the first Disney/Pixar 
animation starring an Indi- 
an-American family.

WAR AND 
RESILIENCE 


Inspired by the 40th anniversary 
of the end of the Vietnam War, 
Hanoi-born composer Van-Anh 
Vo has created The Odys- 
sey — From Vietnam to 
America, a multimedia work 
that explores human courage and 
resilience through stories of the 
Vietnamese boat people from the 
1970s to the 1990s. The multi- 
media work contains music, 
video, and interviews Vo con- 
ducted with those who fled vio- 
lence and poverty in Vietnam 
and survived the treacherous sea voyages. The music she has composed stems 
from the lullabies of Vietnam’s different ethnic groups. The bough doesn’t break 
in Vietnamese lullabies, Vo says by way of describing her piece. The songs are 
about love and provide comfort during tough times. Her blending of Vietnamese 
and western and electronic music, and of traditional and modern instru- 
ments — Vo herself is regarded as a master on the dan trahn (16-string zither) 
— links the experiences of Vietnam’s boat people to those of other refugee 
groups. Appearing with her quartet, Vo will present this ambitious, relevant 
work in San Francisco this week.

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While still at school in Kansas City, experimental composer Ellen Fullman cre- 
ated a sheet metal skirt upon which she could perform art songs recorded for a 
New York-based cassette label. It was an auspicious beginning, but for the last 
30 years Fullman has been developing the Long String Instrument. This cre- 
ation turns architecture into music by stretching metallic strings across voids, 
stroking and plucking them with rosin-coated fingers.

LUCY IN THE SKY WITH DIAMONDS 


Almost 15 years before Timothy Leary told 30,000 people in Golden Gate Park 
to “turn on, tune in, and drop out,” Aldous Huxley — internationally renowned 
intellectual, seven-time Nobel nominee, and critical connoisseur of the Blooms- 
bury Set — volunteered to ingest mescaline for British psychiatrist Humphry 
Osmond. Huxley, the author of Brave New World and Crome Yellow, wrote most 
eloquently about his experience for the 1954 book The Doors of Perception, while 
simultaneously working with Osmond to establish a long-term project for the 
“advancement of human consciousness.” (He was turned down by the Ford and 
Rockefeller foundations.) A year later, Huxley tried LSD, and he continued to use 
psychedelics with systematic forethought until 1963 when, on his deathbed, he 
asked his wife to inject him one last time. Yet Huxley often demurred when 
asked to speak on psychedelics outside of scientific circles. As the American 
medical establishment turns again toward these drugs for the treatment of 
OCD, PTSD, addiction, and end-of-life horror, former senior editor for Publish- 
er’s Weekly, Allene Symons has attempted to shine a light back on the heart- 
felt endeavor with Aldous Huxley’s Hands: His Quest for Perception and the Origin

THE TRUTH IS OUT 
THERE 


After 9/11, FBI agents arrived at 
the Whitney Museum demanding 
to see BCCI-ICIC & FAB, a highly de- 
tailed pencil diagram by the 
neo-conceptual artist Mark Lom- 
bardi. Graphite was not Lombardi’s 
medium; information was. BCCI, 
which he began in the early 1990s, 
followed the money between 
the governments of the U.S., U.K., 
Saudi Arabia, and various Persian 
Gulf states to Afghan guerrillas and 
secret arms sales in Iran. Sadly, 
Lombardi would not see his global 
conspiracies widely accepted. In 
2000, soon after the opening of his 
most successful exhibit — one link- 
ing the CIA, the Mafia, and the 
Bush family in a financial conspir- 
acy — Lombardi was found hang- 
ing dead from a sprinkler pipe in 
his Brooklyn studio. Friends admit

1000-YARD STARE 


In 18th-century Louisiana, Creole 
women were forced by Spanish law 
to wear tignons, head wraps in- 
tended to deter lustful attentions 
of white men by emphasizing Afri- 
can descent. Of course, black 
women made tignons highly fash- 
ionable, knotting rich fabrics with 
ribbons and ornaments. In Firelei 
Baez’s staggering 2015 work Sans- 
Souci, an unimaginably intri- 

cate tignon, comprised of colonial 
wallpaper patterns, feathers, foli- 
age, and intertwined snakes, 
weighs down a woman’s head. Her 
face, unlike the neutrally toned 
headdress, is rendered in livid hues 
but her features are mere sugges- 
tions of gouache. Only her eyes — 
heavy-lidded, moist, interminably 
sad — are given definition, a win- 
dow on the souls of women every- 
where whose bodies have been 
colonialized. In Trust Memory over 
History, the Dominican artist’s first 
public exhibition here, Baez exam- 
ines the consequences of diaspora, 
including her own, through wom- 
en’s bodies and symbols of black re- 
bellion such as the tignon, the Black 
Panther fist, and the Latin Ameri- 
can azabache, which wards off the 
evil eye. Baez speaks tonight and in 
late March at San Francisco Art In- 
stitute.

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HOUSE OF DAVID 


Capp Street Craft 


By Peter Lawrence Kane 


The fires from the 1906 earth- 
quake terminated one block north of 500 
Capp Street, a severe-looking corner 
home built in the 1880s. In the case of 
most 19th-century Mission District resi- 
dences, that would likely be the only his- 
torical tidbit 21st-century tenants would 
know. 

Five hundred Capp Street is very 
different. For years, it was the home 
and studio for David Ireland, a con- 
ceptual artist whose personal warmth 
yet mildly eccentric ways gradually 
suffused throughout the structure until 
it became something of a three-story 
self-portrait, right down to the studs. 
If houses have “good bones,” 500 Capp 
could be said to possess 206 of them. 

Ireland preserved ancient cracks in 
the walls, shellacked them with poly- 
urethane to create a luminous sheen, 
preserved an uneaten sheet cake from 
a nonagenarian tenant’s going-away 
party, maintained a shrine to the ac- 
tress Natalie Wood, created chandeliers 
out of propane canisters, and generally 
embodied the principle that life is art 
and art is life — all while entertaining 
frequently, and mentoring the young 
artists who came into his life. 

Ireland, who died in 2009 at age 78, 
turned to art fairly late, getting a degree 
from the San Francisco Art Institute 
(SFAI) in 1974. His friend and bene- 
factress Carlie Williams purchased the 
house and all its contents, and after a 
$2 million restoration, it opened to the 
public on Jan. 15. Ireland is so well-re- 
garded by the arts establishment that 
SFMOMA relaxed its moratorium on 
loans to let 500 Capp Street borrow a 
sculpture of all the brooms left in the 
house by its previous owner. Restored 
in situ, it stands in a foyer at the top of 
the stairs, near a narrow hallway with 
uniquely curved walls. 

SFMOMA “brought back pieces that 
are really intrinsic to the house,’ says 
art historian Constance M. Lewallen, 

a friend of Ireland’s and the author 

of a monograph on 500 Capp Street. 
“They're not going to let it be static. 
Carlie said she didn’t want to put a bell 
jar over the house.” 

Indeed, 500 Capp is anything but 
frozen in amber. As the garage needed 
replacing and the foundations were in 
dire shape — Ireland scavenged ma- 
terials by excavating beneath it — the 
foundation added an archive room to 
the basement, repurposed the garage 
for a future artist-in-residency pro- 
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gram, and built space for performances 
above it. (The $20, 90-minute tours are 
already booked until March.) The inau- 
gural exhibit contains 118 objects from 
Ireland’s corpus of more than 3,000 
works, only some of which are site-spe- 
cific. Others — like the “Dumbballs,” 
spheres of concrete that Ireland claimed 
to have created over 18-hour periods by 
passing them from one gloved hand to 
the other — can be installed anywhere. 

Yet the restoration and preserva- 
tion were meticulous. Wall cracks were 
foundational — if you will — to the way 
Ireland furnished the rooms, so each 
fissure was catalogued. (As Lewallen 
writes in 500 Capp Street, “David con- 
sidered them to be wall drawings of a 
sort, created by the stresses that time, 
earthquakes, and other natural forces 
had caused.”) So 500 Capp could not be 
jacked up for fear of damaging the walls 
further, so the stabilization project re- 
quired a delicate touch. 

“Not a single hammer was used in 
anything,” says Wendy Norris, a consul- 
tant for the foundation, who also notes 
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no stilettos are allowed in the house. 
One upstairs room juxtaposes diagonal 
cracks with a severe, formally balanced 
bookshelf, home decorating on a seis- 
mic timescale. 

Meanwhile, SFAI has a smaller exhi- 
bition of Ireland’s work, ranging from 
smaller pieces to the witty Angel-Go- 
Round and a reenactment of his cement 
work Smithsonian Falls, Descending a 
Staircase for PK. A scene depicting the 
salvation of a winged fiberglass angel 
from a pile of Greco-Roman garden 
statuary, Angel is pure sweetness 
and light in spite of weighing hun- 
dreds of pounds. Smithsonian Falls, a 
6,000-pound “pour” of concrete —more 
like the spilling of bucket after buck- 
et, in practical terms — is even more 
massive. 

Ireland’s alma mater is open to the 
adventure. 

“There aren't that many places that 
would let you pour cement down their 
stairway knowing they'd have to take a 
jackhammer to get it up,” Lewallen says. 

The effect is arresting: a controlled 


experiment that’s equal parts study in 
fluid dynamics, construction site mis- 
hap, and Kilauea crater. 

SFAI curators are growing bolder 
in their determination to see what the 
floor can hold. Two exhibits ago, a team 
built a platform to better distribute the 
weight of a 3,000-gallon tank for Ale- 
jandro Almanza Pereda’s upside-down, 
underwater photography show, Ev- 
erything but the kitchen sank. (“Our 
engineer, I think, looks forward to our 
questions,’ says Hesse McGraw, SFAI’s 
vice president for exhibitions and public 
programs administration.) 

Being temporary, the SFAI show 
can't achieve the same lasting sense of 
vitality embodied by 500 Capp Street. 
But together, the two exhibitions give a 
lot of pleasure while showing just how 
instrumental this one house in the Mis- 
sion really was to a certain inflection 
point in art history. If some of the ob- 
jects on display feel a little minor to be 
regarded as works of art per se — a fad- 
ed Aug. 2, 1980, San Francisco Chronicle 
with no major headlines to announce, 
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maybe — it only proves just how much 
the idea of everyday-ephemera-as-art 
has become a canonical concept in the 
academy. 

And as far as those highly flamma- 
ble, highly Instagram-able propane 
chandeliers go, their dancing reflections 
on the high-gloss walls are enchanting 
even in broad daylight. 

“David wanted to expose things,” 
Norris says. “The house, depending on 
the light, speaks very differently to indi- 
viduals. And in the evening, it could be 
even a little more crazy.”

The Modern-Day Odyssey

While doing interviews for her 
piece about the Vietnamese boat people, 
The Odyssey — from Vietnam to America, Van- 
Anh V6 asked her subjects how they com- 
forted themselves on the harrowing 
journey across the Pacific. Some held onto a 
treasured object from home. Some chanted. 
But many of them, V6 found, hummed lul- 
labies they'd heard since they were little 
children. 

“To me it means a lot, because Viet- 
nam has 54 ethnic groups and each group 
has its own lullabies, and the lullabies all 
talk about love — nothing scary like in 
the West,’ she said. “When you are in a 
dangerous situation, and there’s nothing 
you can do, you go back to what you know 
best. That’s why the music of The Odyssey 
is built upon the lullabies of Vietnam and 
in the concert you will hear a lot of lulla- 
bies in different forms.” 

V6, an Oscar-nominated and Em- 
my-winning composer, was born after the 
war ended, and came to the U.S. in 2001 
after marrying her husband, an electrical 
engineer. Most people she met here were 
from southern Vietnam — she is from 
the north — and their travel accounts 
amazed her. 

“I started to learn the suffering peo- 
ple went through,” she said. “I think the 
story is so powerful and should be talked 
about. For young people hearing it, it’s 
about the strength of the human spirit 
and the hope they could find and the 
resilience they had. I don’t think ‘diffi- 
culties’ is a word that is able to describe 
what they had to go through.” 

Deborah Cullinan, chief executive off- 
cer of Yerba Buena Center for the Arts — 
which is hosting The Odyssey — calls V6 
one of the greatest traditional musicians 
in the world. The story of the boat people 
has particular resonance now, she says. 

“The piece is so timely, given the 
refugee situation so many places in the 
world,” Cullinan said. “Tt just feels in- 
credibly relevant when we're seeing this 
international displacement whether it’s 
because of a brutal dictator or economic 
disparity — people are moving whether 
they want to or not, including people we 
know and love in the Bay Area.” 

A music curator at YBCA, Isabel 
Yrigoyen, says V6’s virtuosity during a 
performance with the Kronos Quartet at 
YBCA a few years ago blew her away. Lat- 
er, V6 approached Yrigoyen with the idea 
of creating a new piece, one that would 
involve field research, to commemorate 
the Vietnam War. 

In V6’s home studio on a quiet Fre- 
mont street, the door is plastered with 
posters from concerts she’s performed 
in. (She stopped putting richie et 
running out of room.) She has a variety 
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of Vietnamese instruments, including a 
xylophone made of bamboo and rubber 
bands that looks like a skeleton, and 
about 30 different dan tranhs, the Viet- 
namese zither. V6, who started playing 
music at age 4, designs the instruments 
herself, and thinks each one has a differ- 
ent personality — the way one person’s 
voice sounds suited for rock ’n’ roll and 
another one can sing opera. 

Besides Kronos, V6 has collaborated 
with other artists from different genres, 
including the Houston Opera. She was 
classically trained, apprenticed to a mas- 
ter in Vietnam. Initially, jazz proved a 
challenge, but she found the music went 
along well with her training. 

“They said, ‘Okay, let’s improv, and I 
was freaking out because I'd just moved 
here and my English wasn’t that good,” 
she said. “I said, ‘I’m sorry, what do you 
want me to do?’ and they said, ‘Go ahead 
and jam,’ and I was like, ‘What jam? The 
only jam I knew was a traffic jam. What 
do you want me to do in music with jam?’ 
But then I listened and I followed, and 
it turns out jam and improv is exactly 
the skill we need to have in traditional 
music.” 

Through Kronos, V6 met ethnomusi- 
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cologist Philip Blackburn. An experimen- 
tal composer, he went to Vietnam in the 
90s, representing the American Compos- 
ers Forum. She told him she was thinking 
about doing a piece about the boat peo- 
ple, so he composed a soundscape for The 
Odyssey. In three parts, it explores the 
chaos of war, hiding out in the jungle, and 
the desperate escape across the water. 

For the piece, Blackburn researched 
what people would hear in Vietnam in the 
70s, and found, for example, the secret 
signal for Americans to abandon Saigon 
in April 1975 was playing Bing Crosby’s 
“White Christmas” over the radio. The 
sound of a jet plane starts and ends his 
piece. 

“At the beginning the sound is omi- 
nous, Blackburn said. “You don’t know 
what’s arriving. Then at the end, the 
planes are coming to fly them to freedom. 
So what begins as terror ends as opti- 
mism and hope.” 

The story of people leaving their 
homes and facing overwhelming odds 
to come start their lives again is one we 
need to hear, V6 says. 

“I want to use music as the only tool 
[have in hand to share that story — not 
only for the Vietnamese community, but

Like many of my generation, 

while I may have toddled about to 
the tune of “Diamond Dogs” or “Zig- 
gy Stardust,” I first truly laid eyes on 
him as Jareth, the Goblin King in the 
1986 Jim Henson fantasy feature, 
Labyrinth. 

The children’s classic featuring 
a young Jennifer Connelly was a 
staple in my household, but I always 
preferred watching the film with my 
girlfriends, rather than my parents. 

Mainly because of David Bowie’s 
penis. 

Henson’s costuming team must 
have just forgotten for a moment 
that they were making a kids’ movie 
when they saw Bowie emerge from 
his fitting, ultimately choosing to 
costume him throughout most of the 
film in what have since been referred 
to as the “Pants Magic Pants.” 

It wasn’t just the pants, though. 
Bowie, then nearly three decades 
into his rock ’n’ roll reign, inhab- 
ited Jareth with such seriousness, 
such bizarre sex appeal, that it ig- 
nited something in me. It was the 
eyebrows, the accent, the gloves, 
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young, it was hardly enough 
years of androgynous rock god mag- 
ic. I feel greedy for shaking my fist at 
the sky, aching for the haunting mu- 
sic videos we'll never see and emo- 
tional dance tracks we’ll never hear, 
especially when Bowie’s final album, 
Blackstar, is such an intentional and 
masterfully crafted goodbye. 

I like to think about celebrities 
who transcend their mortal coil into 
legendary status as actual stars.

To 
me, Bowie wasn’t just the soundtrack 
to a lifetime of queerness. His death 
has had a particularly jarring effect 
on my community of weirdoes and 
dreamers, because for those of us 
who always felt like aliens, or who 
liked boys who wore dresses, Bowie 
was our patron saint.

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The Lady in the Van 
Rated PG-13.

Based on Alan Bennett’s memoir of the 
same name, Nicholas Hynter’s The Lady in 
the Van is both a charming British comedy 
and a remarkably insightful examination 
of what it means to be a nonfiction writer. 
The eponymous occupant is Miss Shep- 
herd (Maggie Smith), a homeless woman 
who parks her van for 15 years in the 
driveway of a reclusive writer, Alan (Alex 
Jennings). That Smith nails the role would 
bea given even if she hadn't already played 
it on the West End in 1999. While the 
mystery of her backstory and how she 
wound up living in a van is interesting 
enough as it is unravels, far more compel- 
ling is the structure of Alan’s interior 
monologue, which is presented as an ex- 
ternal dialogue. Many scenes feature two 
Alans, as the Alan the Writer lightly bick- 
ers with Alan the Person Who Has to Live 
in the World about the ethics of being a 
memoirist, how much to fictionalize, and 
whether these Alans’ relationship with 
Miss Shepherd is a roundabout way of 
working through Alans’ issues with Alans’ 
mother. But it’s also a very funny comedy, 
and very English; The Lady in the Van com- 
ments on its native culture in a way that 
American comedies seldom do, which says 
a lot about both cultures.

Aferim! 
Not rated. Opens Friday at the Opera 
Plaza Cinema. 
You may say there’s a lack of civility in to- 
day’s world — and you'd be right if you did. 
But according to Radu Jude’s violent, pro- 
fane, and frequently hilarious Aferim!, 
Trump-owned 2016 ain’t got nothing on 
1835 Wallachia, when people said what 
they felt and not a single fuck was given. 
Blustery constable Constandin (Teodor 
Corban) and his mellower son Ionita (Mi- 
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hai Comanoiu) are tasked with finding and 
returning escaped gypsy slave Carfin 
(Cuzin Toma) to the vase-headed noble- 
man whose wife he allegedly seduced. 
(“Vase-headed” means he wears a vase on 
his head. There’s really no other way to de- 
scribe it.) Shot in glorious black-and- 
white, Aferim! is an episodic journey in 
which Constadin and Ionita — no saints 
themselves — meet horrible people of ev- 
ery stripe that were likely to be found in 
those days, all of whom hate the other 
stripes. One highlight is a virtuoso speech 
by a Catholic priest, listing off what’s 
wrong with every single ethnicity (with 
Jewish people getting a special mention 
for their Christ-killing, naturally). The spe- 
cific theme of Romania’s history of enslav- 
ing gypsies might be lost on American 
audiences, but they'll certainly identify 
with the portrait of a bleak world in which 
the rich can do whatever they want and 
nobody can get along. Maybe 2016 Amer- 
icaisn’t so different after all. SC 


Ip Man3 
Not rated. Opens Friday at the AMC 
Metreon 16. 
Wilson Yip’s Ip Man 3 is not only the con- 
clusion of a trilogy starring Donnie Yen as 
the real-life Wing Chun Grandmaster Ip 
Man, it’s also the sixth film about Bruce 
Lee’s mentor to be released in the past de- 
cade. (Others include Ip Man: The Final 
Fight, The Legend of Ip Man, and Wong 
Kar-wai's The Grandmaster. But Ip Man 3 is 
the only one to feature Mike Tyson!) Here, 
Master Ip finds himself challenged by an 
American property developer (Tyson) 
looking to demolish a local school, as well 
as alocal martial arts expert Cheung (Jin 
Zhang), looking to dethrone Ip as the true 
Wing Chun master. Although it’s being 
marketed on Tyson as the big bad guy, and 
he and Yen do square off, Ip Man 3 is ulti- 
mately about Ip struggling with his legacy 
and what’s truly important in his life. Di- 
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rector Yip stages both the action and the 
drama scenes expertly, and Yen is appro- 
priately soulful as the aging Ip — while Ty- 
son is just terrible, and thus fascinating to 
watch. Indeed, an exchange between the 
convicted rapist and an uncredited Cauca- 
sian actor putting on the fakest British ac- 
cent ever may prove to be the year’s 
funniest scene. Thankfully, Ip Man 3 is too 
graceful to be knocked out even by the 
lumbering train-wreck that is Iron Mike.

The Treasure 
Not rated. Opens Friday at 
the Roxie Theater. 
It’s a good week for fans of Romanian his- 
tory and/or politics, with the release of 
Corneliu Porumboiu’s dark comedy The 
Treasure and Radu Jude’s even darker Aferim!, 
though the latter is a much stronger picture. 
In The Treasure, Costi (Toma Cuzin) is a 
Romanian family man who worries that 
his 6-year-old son Alin (Nicodim Toma) 
doesn’t look up to him, particularly when 
Alin calls bullshit on Costi comparing him- 
self to Robin Hood. Neighbor Adrian 
(Adrian Purcarescu) approaches him with 
a story about a treasure buried in his 
grandparents’ garden, promising to split it 
with him if Costi will front the 800 euros 
needed to rent a metal detector, and along 
with shady contractor Cornel (Corneliu 
Cozmei), they spend a long day and night 
searching for the gotta-be-there buried 
treasure. Porumboiu’s deadpan The Trea- 
sure is as much if not more about modern 
Romania’s bureaucracy and its uncomfort- 
able relationship with technology, al- 
though also relates to historical elements 
of Aferim!. At one point, Costi grills Adrian 
on whether his family was involved with 
the Revolution of 1848, which took place 
13 years after the events of Radu Jude’s 
film. In the end, The Treasure resembles a 
less artful version of A Pigeon Sat ona 
Branch Reflecting on Existence — though it

may help to be Romanian. SC 


All Mistakes Buried 
Not rated. Opens Friday at 
the Roxie Theater. 
Tim McCann’s All Mistakes Buried com- 
bines two popular indie genres (Sad Bas- 
tard and Low-Budget Crime) without ever 
quite becoming its own thing. Sonny (Sam 
Trammell) is a hunky Southern tweaker 
who gets the idea into his meth-addled 
head that if he acquires just the right neck- 
lace from a pawnshop, it'll save his mar- 
riage to his estranged wife Gale (Maria 
McCann). Losing the ill-gotten bauble 
promptly after stealing it sends Sonny ona 
journey into the local criminal nightlife — 
populated primarily by people of color, ob- 
viously — while he flashes back to his 
previous life as a mildly respectable but 
still wholly dickish business owner, trying 






to figure out what went wrong in the first 
place. The picture is mostly interesting as 
an experiment in non-linear storytelling; 
it’s told entirely from Sonny’s point of 
view, with a fractured timeline and a thor- 
oughly unreliable narrator, which makes it 
more compelling than had it just been a 
more straightforward crime story. Indeed, 
since it’s somewhat lacking in character 
development, the formalistic elements are 
ultimately all that recommends the ellipti- 
cal All Mistakes Buried, including a recur- 
ring use of the 1932 Marian Anderson 
spiritual “Poor Me.”

And for all that British- 
ness, it doesn’t get much more American 
than Howard Franklin’s 1992 The Public 
Eye, starring Joe Pesci as a hard-boiled 
1940s cameraman based on the real-life 
photographer known as Weegee, who 
crawled the New York night looking for 
(already-committed) murders to preserve 
on film. SC

Band of Robbers Aaron and Adam Nee'’s very funny 
Band of Robbers catches up with Huckleberry 
Finn (Kyle Gallner) and Tom Sawyer (director 
Adam Nee) as modern-day adults. Although he's 
become a police officer, Tom wants to get the 
old gang back together to find the treasure that 
eluded them as children, while Huck wants noth- 
ing to do with Tom’s cunning plans and crazy 
capers, having just been released from prison 
and looking to go straight. Along for the ride 
are Tom and Huck’s old friends Joe (Matthew 
Gray) and Ben (the always-welcome Hannibal 
Buress), and far more reluctantly, gardener 
Jorge (Daniel Edward Mora). Band of Robbersis 
full of deep references to the books, but also 
stands on its own as a fresh and occasionally 
touching take on the “overambitious young 
schmucks decide to do some crimes and get in 
over their heads,” while treating its lower-class 
characters with an unusual level of humanity 
for this kind of picture. Mark Twain would no 
doubt approve. (SC) 


Flowers Jon Garafo and Jose Mari Goenaga’s 
Flowers is amystery about the impact of little 
things, particularly little things that carry 
heavy emotional baggage, such as the title 
flora. Stuck in a passionless marriage and 
hitting menopause sooner than is at all fair, 
Ane (Nagore Aranburu) finds her life buoyed 
by an anonymous benefactor who sends flow- 
ers every week. This someone is definitely 
not her husband. Meanwhile, Lourdes (Itziar 
Ituno) is constantly at odds with Tere (Itziar 
Aizpuru), the mother of her husband Benat 
(Josean Bengoetxea), who works at the same 
construction site as Ane. When Benat is killed 
in an auto accident, Lourdes finds her anger 
towards Tere doesn’t subside — and she’s also 
unaware that Ane’s weekly flower delivery has 
stopped. (SC) 


Lamb If a sympathetic movie can be made about a 
47-year-old man kidnapping an 11-year-old girl 
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that doesn’t leave the viewer feeling the need 
for a chemical shower, then Ross Partridge’s 
Lamb is probably it — although your mileage 
may vary. Here, middle-aged David Lamb 
(writer/director Partridge) befriends troubled 
young Tommie (Oona Laurence); Tommie is 
drawn to Lamb because he’s the only person 
of any age who's nice to her, while he puts her 
on a pedestal as an exemplar of innocence and 
potential in an otherwise corrupt world. This 
justifies his decision to take her to a remote 
cabin for an indefinite number of days, a deci- 
sion Tommie consents to. (SC) 


The Revenant Hugh Glass (Leonardo DiCaprio) is 


a tracker on a fur-trapping expedition in the 
Rockies during the winter of 1823 who, after 
being mauled by a bear and left for dead by 
Texan nozzle John Fitzgerald (Tom Hardy), goes 
through hell to exact revenge. Based on a prob- 
ably-mostly-true story, it’s a narrative that’s 
been told countless times — because it works. 
What's astonishing is the fluid, unblinking way 
lfarritu tells it, shot with natural light in deeply 
inhospitable locations and with relatively few 
edits. The gliding, wide-angle camerawork is 
immersive in a way that lfiarritu’s similar style 
in Birdman was distancing, bolstered with an 
astonishing, you-are-there sound design; if 
you're inclined to close your eyes during the 
scenes of extreme violence, you'll still feel like 
you're in the most dangerous place in the world, 
just with your eyes shut. It’s fundamental to 
resurrection-and-revenge stories, but Glass’s 
ability to withstand so much abuse goes from 
darkly comic to deeply ironic. (SC) 


Son of Saul At the Auschwitz-Birkenau concen- 


tration-extermination camp, Saul (Géza Rohrig) 
is part of the Sonderkommando, prisoners who 
were forced to assist with the mass slaughters. 
Convinced that a boy who briefly survived the 
gas chamber — and is subsequently killed so 
his body can be examined — is his son, Saul 
sets out to find a rabbi who'll perform a proper 
burial, while all around him, conspirators plot 
the real-life prisoner uprising of Oct. 7, 1944. 
Whether the boy truly is his son is irrelevant, 
because Son of Saul is less about the narrative 
and more about what Saul himself sees and 
hears and endures. There are comparatively 
few edits, and Rohrig is almost always in the 
narrow 1:1 frame, often shot from behind. 
He never quite fills it — the horror is always 
lurking around the edges — although we hear 
far more than we see, and the sound design 
is almost more important than the visuals. In 
those respects, Son of Saul has similarities to 
Alejandro Gonzalez Ifarritt’s The Revenant 


(another compliment). While the former is 
claustrophobic where the latter is expansive, 
both are about lone men traveling through Hell 
on impossible quests. They have little chance 
of finding redemption, but it wouldn't really be 
Hell otherwise.

The Food Network is a jugger- 
naut, and mean that in the strictest 
meaning of the word. “Juggernaut” de- 
rives from jagganath, a 19th-century 
word for a roving Hindu temple on 
wheels; a Popemobile for Vishnu, in 
other words. The ornately carved, lum- 
bering chapel was said to crush every- 
one in its wake, especially worshippers. 
Like Gandhi’s death machine, the Food 
Network has deities that preach to the 
masses, mowing down all of its compe- 
tition on TV. 

It’s mastered what I call the “Trad- 
er Joe's Effect,” which is the ability 
to create an entire brand in-house, 
eliminating the middleman. The 
Food Network depends completely 
on its celebrity chefs to keep drawing 
adherents and supplicants. Unlike 
other channels that take syndicat- 
ed shows or sign on with various 
production companies, everything 
on Food has been handpicked by its 
business team — and everything is 
cross-marketed between shows. For 
example, Chopped has a revolving set 
of judges who hail from other slots. 
But the biggest snake that eats its 
own tail is The Next Food Network 
Star, in which contes- 
tants compete to win 
their very own show. 
(Methed-out-gnome 
Guy Fieri is by far the 
most famous winner 
of that coveted prize, 
having x’ed out the 
competition with his 
Xtreme Xtremity in 
06.) Every year, the 
producers either pick 
someone equally as an- 
noying, or else they go 
the opposite direction 
and choose someone as 
dull as a butter knife. 
There’s only so much 
room on the network, 
so winners usually 
end up with some 
lame mid-day Sunday slot before 
they’re permanently terminated with 
Xtreme prejudice. 

But I will gladly take Fieri over 
another Food Network Star winner, 
Jeff Mauro, a.k.a. the Sandwich King. 
God, I hate this guy. He epitomizes 
every fucked-up thing about this 
channel. He’s fake, unfunny, perky 
as a cheerleader’s tits, and he has a 
mouth-gasm every time he eats so 
much as a morsel of food. Big shock, 
he was once a Sigma Chi. (I can see 
him standing on his frat’s balcony, 
fists full of Solo cups of Leinenkugel 
and bent at the knees so as to better 
let out a hearty “Hoo, mutherfuck- 
ers!” before he dives into a kiddie 
pool of beer.) 

No one cares about his sandwich 
show, but the powers that be just 
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love his “great personality,” so Mau- 
ro is now part of the ensemble talk 
show The Kitchen. It competes with 
other daytime talk shows like The 
Doctors or The View, only with a food 
focus. Its current lineup includes 
some people that are actually pretty 
cool by themselves —but as George 
Carlin once said, “Never underesti- 
mate the power of stupid people in 
large groups.’ Sunny Anderson is 

a host, as well as Marcela Valladol- 
id — both of whom are among the 
network’s tiny roster of women of 
color. Generic Katie Lee rounds out 
the females, and then we have the 
aforementioned dork Mauro. Strang- 
est of all is host Geoffrey Zakarian, 

a misfit among all the forced peppi- 
ness and jumping up and down about 
hummus. 

If you hadn’t guessed, I’m often 
forced to watch this show at work 
against my will, so I know of which 
I bitch. The scary thing is that I’ve 
slowly seemed to develop a tolerance 
for it. So much so that I notice when 
it’s not there. Dare I say, I even sort 
of miss it if I can’t see it. They don’t 
call it “food porn” for nothing. Sure, I 
mostly enjoy hating it. I enjoy going, 
“Oh, for fuck’s sake” when Guy-Fieri- 
with-a-uterus Anne Burrell comes 








on, or if The Sandwich King jizzes all 
over a whoopie pie. But these people 
are eternally happy, and there’s a cer- 
tain comfort in that predictability. 
And therein lies the power of the 
Trader Joe’s Effect: Make people seek 
out your brand. Make people feel 
like its their own, that they can’t live 
without it. For the Food Network, 
that means hosting shows by Giada 
De Laurentiis, Ree Drummond, and 
Ina Garten, then slowly bleeding in 
other people in between until you 
have an entire village you can escape 
to at any time, where it’s always 
lunchtime. Come ‘n’ get it.

Volta, the Franco-Scandinavian restaurant from the Perbacco/Barbacco team, is spectacular — even if you hate pickles.

If Volta made one strategic 
miscalculation, it would be scheduling. 
As its debut straddled 2015 and 2016, 
the upscale SoMa restaurant risks get- 
ting buried in the mix as the year 
steams ahead — although I might be 
overthinking that since I still have year- 
end best-of lists fresh on my mind. I 
even brought my bitchiest, most exact- 
ing Googler friend on one visit and we 
agreed, hyperbole be damned: Volta is a 
spectacular restaurant. 

That statement is true if you don’t 
like pickles, although it’s much better 
if you do. Above all else, Chef Steffan 
Terje’s Herring x 5 ($19) is a must, 
even for people who don’t gravitate 
towards the preserved delights of the 
North Atlantic. There’s something 
for everyone on this board, from the 
boreal earthiness of the beet-filled 
herring salad to the mellow matijes 
herring to the unflinching fishiness of 
the mustard-and-dill. 

Elsewhere, from the cocktails to 
the ambiance to the stronger French 
influences on the entrée list, it’s tough 
to find much fault. One gets the sense 
that virtually every aspect of this 
restaurant — which comes from the 
same folks who run Perbacco and Bar- 
bacco on California Street downtown 
— was argued over, tinkered with, 
and refined over long nights of aqua- 
vit and kéttbullar, and the endpoint 
is a carefully assembled presentation. 
With respect to the space itself, the 
results are edgy-conservative, like a 
boutique hotel lobby. But the menu is 
a wonderful synthesis of French and 
Scandinavian cooking. Certain ideas 
and ingredients (terrines, mussels, 
Calvados, lardons) echo throughout 
without ever seeming gimmicky or 
heavy-handed, and the only thing 
flagging down patrons with money to 
burn is an $88, 28-ounce rib-eye with 
bone marrow and béarnaise sauce. 
The rest is the love of food. 

About those cocktails. The Holiday 
in Normandy ($12) impressed me 
right away because the garnish (a 
sliver of apple, inserted vertically) 
fit exactly between the ice and the 
glass. It’s crisp and foamy, the sloe 
gin doused with piney Mugolio syr- 
up — not quite as perfumey as the 
anise-and-absinthe studded Poire 
($12) but equally suited as an aperitif. 
Meanwhile, the Vieux Copain ($12) is 
essentially a Perfect Manhattan with 
a dash of amaro, and there’s no better 
whetstone for an appetite than that.

The food is no different. Pork ril- 
lettes ($13) felt like a pork shoulder 
parfait, with an acidic layer of plum 
working like membrillo on a cheese 
board. Skagen ($18), a happy jumble 
of shrimp, whitefish roe, radish, and 
brioche was as creamy and bracing 
as a fresh seafood salad, but without 
any of the usual homogenization of 
textures. Although messy to share, 
the Jansson’s Frestelse (a traditional 
Swedish dish that’s basically an an- 
chovy gratin, $18) 
had a superb presen- 
tation unlike nearly

mandes ($21) were among the best 
I’ve had, probably because each was 
stuffed with bits of apple and leek. 
The broth, full of lardons and the tang 
of créme fraiche, was even better. Was 
the addition of Calvados causing that 
almost miso-like funk? Whatever it 
was, it opens up new possibilities for 
ramen, a handshake between the two 
parts of the world that prize fresh 
seafood the most. Split along its seam, 
the sea bass ($31) was gently seared, 
as if inviting in the 
aromas of Savoy 
cabbage, leeks, and 


any other casserole. poached shrimp. 
Cooked and topped Volta And the kottbullar 
with roe and placed 868 Mission St., ($24), Swedish beef 
back in an anchovy 628-400-6200 and pork meatballs 
tin, its thin metal or voltasf.com with an ice sheet 


lid functions as a 
platform for an extra 
helping of pickled 
vegetables. A side 
dish of sunchokes 
dauphinoise ($8), a preparation of 
the world’s trendiest vegetable by way 
of Escoffier, was yet another elegant 
casserole. And while a gloppy mush- 
room toast at Hog & Rocks was one of 
very few misfires during an otherwise 
great dinner there, Volta’s toast ($14) 
went in the other direction, with but- 
tery chanterelles a la créme. (“I could 
eat this for breakfast every day,’ said 
Mr. Googler.) 

Those were just the apps. The 
oversized mussels in the Moules Nor-

of potato puree 
and (what else but) 
lingonberries, is 
inevitably going 
to remind half the 
universe of a certain blue-and-yellow 
Emeryville superstore — but trust me 
when I say that comparison is facile. 
If there was one underwhelming 
dish among all the entrees, it was 
the téte de cochon ($25), a pig’s 
head terrine with braised endive and 
lentils. I have a strong bias towards 
offal, but this high-end egg roll with a 
mealy filling was completely outshone 
by all its competition. 
For dessert, I’d consider the Prin- 
cess Cake ($11), which sounds like 
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Kevin Kelleher 


something invisible you'd eat at a doll- 
house tea party, but is in fact a regal 
vanilla-almond number with sprinkles 
of marzipan; if that’s still too frou- 
frou, go with a classic créme brulée, 
because this one has a diving board of 
marmalade and lemon tuile hanging 
over it. As if those discoveries weren't 
enough, I even found a new (to me), 
instant-favorite amaro, Inga ($8). 

Unusually for a restaurant of this 
type, Volta is open for lunch. (Its 
location in a former ’wichcraft in the 
Westfield Centre, with its heavy day- 
time foot traffic, is probably a factor.) 
Although it’s done a solid job of in- 
troducing cool accents like polyhedral 
chandeliers, the oversize windows feel 
like retail frontage better fit for dis- 
play ads. (Hello, Mission Street!) The 
Weather-Channel-without-the-weath- 
er music isn’t doing anything beyond 
filling auditory space, but apart from 
that, I guess the menu overuses quo- 
tation marks, and the spoon for my 
mussels kept sliding off the lip of the 
irregular bowl and into the broth. I 
realize I’m basically giggling and shyly 
passing Volta a heart-covered note, 
but that’s about all I’ve got. Volta is 
destined to show up on the pages of 
glossy magazines buzzing about San 
Francisco at the peak of the boom, 
and it deserves all the attention it’s 
going to get.

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Black Bark 
BBQ Brings 
Barbecue Back 
to the Fillmore

The much-anticipated return 
of barbecue to the Fillmore has arrived 
with the opening of Black Bark BBQ. 

Black Bark comes to us from the 
same husband-and-wife team behind 
1300 On Fillmore — conveniently 
located across the street — Chef David 
Lawrence and Fillmore native Monetta 
White. And it wasn’t easy. For months, 
the two focused their energy on the 
permitting issues that come with in- 
stalling an indoor meat smoker. 

Despite the difficulty San Francisco 
restaurateurs — and home renovators, 
store owners, and just about everyone 
else — face with trying to build stuff 
out, the city was very much behind 
Lawrence and White’s mission, which 
was evident when Mayor Ed Lee him- 
self arrived to cut the ribbon on the 
Fillmore’s first barbecue restaurant in 
15 years. 

The Texas-inspired menu includes 
Chef Lawrence’s famous ribs, hot links, 
bourbon mac ’n’ cheese with cornbread 
crust, sweet potato casserole, anda 
genuine sweet tea. Insider tip: Order 
both the sweet tea and the lemonade, 
then mix them together to make a 
killer Arnold Palmer — but do it subtly 
because that’s a strange thing to do 
in a restaurant. Or maybe you can be 
a normal person and just ask them to 
do it for you. Either way, totally worth 
it. The BBQ was excellent — inventive 
without deviating from what makes 
barbecue barbecue — and even en- 
joyable to my vegetarian sister, who | 
snuck in (but probably didn’t need to; 
why am I being so shady?). 

But Black Bark is more than just 
an eatery. As a 1300 On Fillmore fan, 

I couldn’t miss the opening, which 
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included the chance to hear Mayor Lee 
abbreviate the name of the restaurant 
to “BB BBQ,” despite it being the same 
number of syllables as the actual name. 

Their commitment to the commu- 
nity is just as remarkable as the food. 
As White said, “We’re both heavily 
involved in the community and want 
to see it grow and develop while simul- 
taneously paying homage to its past as 
a place people used to come to for this 
kind of food.” It was clear she meant it, 
since a large portion of their staff lives 
in the surrounding neighborhood. 

Black Bark’s interior is industrial 
and clean, but organized in sucha 
way that it would be easy to strike up 
a conversation with a new friend. We 
especially enjoyed the deeply relatable 
slogans on the wall, including “Every 
butt loves a rub,” and “We love big 
butts.” 

As a BBQ lover and a big-butt-ha- 
ver, Iam excited about this new addi- 
tion to the city. 


Five Tasty 
Things from the 
Winter Fancy 
Foods Show

The more time I spent at the 
Winter Fancy Foods Show at the Moscone 
Center, the more callous I became. Ina 
convention center full of hard-working 
sales reps and people who've broken 
through their fear of failure and sunk their 
life savings into a passion project, I found 
myself triangulating between samples of 
cheese, looking for the line of least resis- 
tance. Because “taking it all in” exposes 
you to the possibility of too many un- 
wanted sales pitches, it’s easy to miss stuff. 
And my stars, are there a lot of specialty 
teas (and infused olive oils) to distract you. 
But here are the five tastiest things I 
found, most of them local. 


I'm slightly wary of my yy p36 
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own reaction to Revive Kombucha 
because not only was the booth among 
the handful that played music, it also 
had the most seductive, bass-heavy 
beats. But damn, the Up Beat coffee 
kombucha (created with Blue Bottle 
Coffee and housemade cacao bitters) 
was quite possibly the best thing I tast- 
ed at the entire show. 

Another taste sensation was B. G. 
Reynolds’ line of cocktail syrups. I 
must confess, I’ve noticed how im- 
pressed people are at parties when you 
inform them that you made the gin- 
ger-mint simple syrup in the cocktail 
they’re drinking — as if boiling sugar 
and water were some dazzling work of 
alchemy — but that doesn’t mean I’m 
about to concoct my own falernum or 
orgeat, either. Compared to the quan- 
tities you typically find in store-bought 
syrups, the $11.99 M.S.R.P. is respect- 
able, too. And bonus points for being 
one of the rare booths to give out free 
booze, too (bourbon, in this case). 

It’s probably no surprise that food 
shows have lots of pickles (and truffle 
popcorn, and Sriracha- or chipotle-fla- 
vored everything). I tasted more than a 
few that were puzzlingly mild, but just 
because Brooklyn Brine Co.’s Damn 
Spicy pickles list red chili flake as the 
last ingredient doesn’t mean I didn’t 
feel the burn. Better still was the Off 
Centered Beer Pickle, a collaboration 
between the picklers and Dogfish Head 
Brewery, which sends them an enor- 
mous quantity of 60 Minutes IPA on 
the regular for them to pickle with. 

I was also enchanted by what 
Black Garlic can do with the fer- 
mented allium, particularly as they 
were able to press it into a syrupy liq- 
uid that brings out the molasses tones 
from all the sugars. I drank two little 
cupfuls and while it’s very intense, my 
breath did not become the least bit 
vile. The Magic 8-Ball prophesies big 
things for this trending oddity, which 
Taoist philosophy claimed granted 
immortality. 

Since certain booths reek of desper- 
ation, it’s always nice to see someone 
selling something on the merits. Don 
Bugito, a “Prehispanic Snackeria” 
that’s part of La Cocina, is hardly an 
obscurity — it’s got a kiosk at the Fer- 
ry Building — but I don’t remember 
ever trying so many types of insects 
and larvae all at once. Without excep- 
tion, they’re great, especially the new 
chocolate-covered salted crickets and 
the superworms. 

This is just a handful of what was 
available; no mortal could possibly try 
all the samples. They say there’s no 
such thing as a free lunch — unless 
you're a food writer and you don’t 
mind getting most of the day’s caloric 
content in tiny cups or attached to 
little toothpicks adorned with Union 
Jacks.

Gettin’ Drunk 
With: Eddie 
Muller, the 
Czar of Noir

Not surprisingly, Eddie Muller, 
founder and president of the Film Noir 
Foundation and aman seldom seen without 
a pocket square, drinks bourbon neat. 

“Tm drinking Bulleit because they 
didn’t have Four Roses,” he says when 
I meet him at the Ha-Ra Club on Geary 
Street. Muller chose this renovated Ten- 
derloin dive, founded by a wrestler and a 
boxer named Harry and Ray, respectively, 
because its personal history is tied up 
with his own. A sepia photo on the wall 
shows a guy named Pat Valentino, who 
was a pallbearer at the funeral for Muller’s 
father (a former sportswriter for the San 
Francisco Examiner). And Muller was ac- 
quainted with an erudite, cantankerous 
Ha-Ra bartender named Carl Kickery.

“He was a crusty fuck,” Muller says. 
“One night he was like, “You read this? 
You read that?’ and went through five 
books I hadn’t read. He said, ‘What’s the 
matter with you? Wait here. Hold the bar. 
And he left. He was the only one here 
and he went to his apartment, so I was 
the bartender for the 30 minutes he was 
gone. I’ve been a bartender, so it wasn’t 
a huge deal, but he decided it was more 
important to get me those books than to 
maintain the bar. Carl was a character. He 
moved to Cambodia.” 

Muller is a bartender to this day, as it 
turns out, having built his own “art-di- 
rected” Polynesian cocktail lounge in the 
un-winterized garage at the end of his 
driveway. (That’s all he will divulge about 
where he lives.) It’s full of memorabilia, 
and Tab Hunter and James Ellroy have 
been by for a drink, but don’t expect him 
to screen films in there. 

“No way. No TVs in this place,” he says, 
adding, “I hate TVs in bars, although I 
do kind of have one eye on the Warriors 
game.” 

This year’s Noir City film festival in- 
cludes an Argentine film from 1956, Los 
Tallos Amargos (“the bitter stems”), that 
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was once thought lost. Muller considers 
the tale of an embezzler who accepts a 
short prison sentence in order to live off 
the money once he’s free to be one of the 
best noir films he’s seen. 

“The screenplay’s great, the protago- 
nist is a classic noir character, the cine- 
matography is unbelievable,” he says. “I’m 
really psyched about unleashing this on 
an unsuspecting public.” 

The film’s resurrection is a long story, 
and tied to one of the most famous redis- 
coveries in cinematic history: the original 
cut of Fritz Lang’s Metropolis. Found in 
a vault in Buenos Aires’ Museo del Cine 
after a 20-year search, the 180-minute 
version of Metropolis exists only because 
some long-dead Argentine cinephile de- 
fied an order from Lang’s studio to return 
it. Muller met the surviving principals in 
that drama via the Canadian director Guy 
Maddin, and now the Castro Theatre will 
present Los Tallos Amargos on Saturday, 
Jan. 23, as part of Noir City 14. Then 
it hits the circuit, as Muller’s beloved 
homegrown festival has expanded to eight 
others of varying lengths — not including 
one-off screenings around the country. 

“T love the fact that we’re showing it 
here first,” Muller says. “San Francisco is 
ahead of the MOMA [in New York]. That’s 
very important to me.” 

Muller’s entire line of work consists 
of restoring and preserving lost films, 
screening them at festivals to expose 
the public to the genre, and plowing the 
proceeds back into the restoration work 
to furnish material for more screenings. 
Consequently, Noir City has grown. It 
won't necessarily sell out all 13 double 
features at the 1,408-seat Castro, but the 
fact that the theater screens films on a 
Monday and Tuesday is a testament to 
the festival's fan base. Noir’s mystique — 
from the ’30s Packards to the neon to the 
endless smoking to the fact that nobody 
on-screen seems to finish their drinks — 
is irresistible. Is it because the genre cap- 
tures a vanished era, or is it inherent? 

“T think what people love about the 
films is that it’s next to impossible to rec- 
reate this today,” Muller says. “That level 
of cinematography is not being done... 

A lot has to do with something in the 
culture that began to prefer naturalism, 
whatever that means. Naturalism in 
movies is as fake as anything else, but for 
some reason, people became much more 
comfortable with it. It always cracks me 
up when people say, ‘Oh, noir is those 
gritty, real, true-life dramas.’ Noir is archly 
theatrical. These films are telling you a 
story not as it happens, but as you might 
remember it.” 

And this city — from Dashiell Ham- 
mett Street to the Art Deco house on 
Telegraph Hill, where Lauren Bacall takes 
escaped con Humphrey Bogart in Dark 
Passage — is a noir city indeed. Does 
Muller have a favorite film shot in San 
Francisco? 

“Woman on the Run,’ he says, referring 
to the 1950 crime caper. “Because I re- 
stored it. I found it and I restored it. It’s 
my baby now.”

More Than a Rapper 





Talib Kweli dishes on political activism, voting, and which presidential candidate he supports.

On Aug. 14, Brooklyn-bred MC 
Talib Kweli surprise-released a free al- 
bum on his website called Fuck The 
Money. As the title suggests, it’s an an- 
ti-capitalist harangue about the destruc- 
tive powers of money and its corrupting 
influence on everything from politics to 
the soul. 


Is it in your face? Yes. Melodramatic? A 
little. But that’s Kweli for you. A graduate 
of New York University, 40-year-old 
Kweli started his career freestyling in 
Washington Square Park, before cata- 
pulting to underground fame in the ‘90s 
as one half of Blackstar with Mos Def. 
Known for his witty lyrics and quick 
flow, Kweli transforms hot-button head- 
lines — life in the inner city, police bru- 
tality, gun violence — into socially- and 
politically-conscious rap. He’s one of hip- 
hop’s most rueful and candid critics and 
he’s been in the game for almost two de- 
cades. 


Before heading on tour with his longtime 
friend and collaborator DJ Hi-Tek, Kweli 
chatted with SF Weekly about everything 
but his music. Because if there’s one 
thing we've learned about Kweli, it’s that 
he’s more than just a rapper. 


This interview has been edited for clarity 


and brevity. 


You've been called a conscious 
rapper a lot. Do you resent that 
title? 


Resent? No, not at all. I think the title 
is limiting, and I see myself as more 
than just a conscious artist. Just like 
Jay Z is more than just a ghetto rapper. 
But, no, I don’t resent it. Being consid- 
ered a conscious artist is a great thing. 


You've talked about the podium 
that artists have to speak out 
about things. Do you think art- 
ists today could do more to talk 
about socio-political issues, es- 
pecially in hip hop? 


I absolutely think artists could be doing 
more, but I’m not mad at them that 
they’re not. I don’t expect artists to do 
or talk about more than what they 
know. I would like to see that, that 
would be nice, but it doesn’t bother me 
that more artists don’t. I think I under- 
stand why artists don’t. It becomes 
very uncomfortable if you're talking 
about something you don’t know. So 


it’s very tough to be sort of a successful 
mainstream artist and still do every- 
thing you can. And then, when you do 
say something, you have to be respon- 
sible for it. 


But what would be even better is if the 
people who wished artists would do 
more would actually support the artists 
who are doing more rather than wish 
some other artists were doing more. 


In addition to rapping, you're also 
very politically active. 


I don’t necessarily identify as a political 
activist. I’m an entertainer. I make mu- 
sic. lalign myself with certain causes, 
and I provide a voice for activism, but 
it’s not like I spend my time planning 
political events or activist events. 


I’m looked at as a conscious rapper, and 
when I do interviews, I make sure to 
differentiate that because there are real 
activists that do this work on the 
ground. And not too many artists even 
have the time or the relationships to be 
able to get on the ground and do that 
work. 


What issues are near and dear to 
you? 


To me, the biggest issue that we can af- 
fect change with is mass incarceration 
and the prison-industrial complex. This 
systematic oppression allows for 1 per- 
cent of our population to make so much 
more than 99 percent of our popula- 
tion. It is supported by prisons, over- 
criminalization of people of color, and 
the school-to-prison pipeline. 


I believe that the prison-industrial com- 
plex empowers the police to kill young 
people of color. It’s created a brain drain 
in our communities. It’s breaking up 
families. It’s just the most potent exam- 
ple of global white supremacy. 


You once claimed that you won't 
vote? 


I’ve never refused to vote; I just said I 
don’t vote. I’ve voted before, and I may 
vote again, but I’m not voting just be- 
cause I can. 


To me, it’s not about the right to vote, 
it’s about the candidate. I’m not going 
to vote for the lesser of two evils just 
because we have the right to vote. I 
don’t think that’s something that is 
smart to do.

T understand how the Electoral College 
works. And so I temper my vote. I’ve 
learned from restudying Malcolm X 
how votes can be used for power. But 
votes are not used for power in the way 
that we think they are. That’s not power. 


Power is voting as a bloc and getting 
things done as a community. So I’m in- 
terested in that, but I definitely encour- 
age people to know about their 
candidates and not give their votes away. 


Do any presidential candidates 
appeal to you? 


When I talk about politics, I talk about 
politics in the realm of politics, and that 
confuses people. It’s like if I talk about 
baseball, I’m not going to talk about bas- 
ketball. So, by the rules of politics, Hil- 
lary Clinton is a formidable candidate, 
just like Barack Obama was a formidable 
candidate. I actually like Bernie Sanders 
as a politician more than I like Hillary 
Clinton. But I don’t think Bernie Sanders 
has a chance for the nomination. And, 
even if he did, my issues with him would 
be some of the same issues I have with 
Hillary, like a blind support for Israel. 


And Bernie Sanders, I think there’s cer- 
tain aspects of racial issues that he 
doesn’t quite get. But, I will say that even 
though he doesn’t quite get them, he 
gets them more than any other candi- 
date, which I think is interesting.

| know you're not a fan of music 
streaming sites like Spotify. 
Have you ever considered doing 
something like what Adele did 
with 25 in terms of not stream- 
ing it? 


I’m not Adele. I don’t have millions of 
marketing dollars behind me, just like 
I’m not going to break the internet 
when I drop a single. But, if I were as 
big as Adele or Beyoncé or Taylor Swift 
or Kanye or Jay Z, I would absolutely 
remove all my music from steaming, 
and you'd have to come get it directly 
from me. I don’t know why more artists 
don’t do that more often. 


Spotify doesn’t pay artists. Is what 
they’re doing legal? Yes. But I think 
they could give us artists way more 
money and still clear crazy profits. So, I 
just think that Spotify is an exercise in 
greed, and I’m not falling for it. The 
idea that you can pay $8 a year and lis- 
ten to whatever song you want? I think 
that’s incredibly unfair to the people 
that make the songs.

THEY. defy music industry norms by creating its own formula.

It’s been three months since 
Los Angeles alternative fusion group 
THEY. released its initial three singles. In 
fact, those tracks, packaged in an EP 
called Nu Religion, are the only available 
songs from the band to date. Three songs 
— that’s all. 

Yet, in the last three months, and 
over the course of 2015, the duo of 
27-year-old Dante Jones and 23-year- 
old Drew Love has achieved a lot. They 
signed to the record label Mind of a 
Genius, and worked on an as-yet-un- 
released album produced by Timbal- 
and (who also endorsed the band via 
Twitter and Instagram). In November, 
THEY. collaborated with famed elec- 
tronic producer and DJ Skrillex on 
a track premiered by Apple Music’s 
Beats 1 Radio (it has more than 10 
million plays on Spotify). The band’s 
SoundCloud page, which didn’t exist 
before October, has amassed more 
than 9,000 followers, while their songs 
have racked up hundreds of thousands 
of plays. And now, without having re- 
leased any new music, THEY. is travel- 
ing the country as the opening act for 
R&B darling Bryson Tiller’s sold-out 
nationwide tour. 

The secret to THEY’’s success lies 
in the music. It’s bizarre and bound- 
ary-less, a melodic Frankenstein of 
rock, indie, punk, hip-hop, and R&B. 
The music combines a mix of instru- 
mentation and technical effects that 
includes everything from guitar riffs 
and thumping 808s to hi-hat cymbals, 
reverbed vocals, and references to 
“money, pussy, [and] bitches.” 

Because of this, it can be hard to 
pinpoint a genre that the band falls 
into. That’s also sort of the point. “Our 
goal from the beginning was to shift 
the way people listen to and think 
about music,” says Love, the group’s 
singer. 

“It gets confusing because it can 
change from song to song,’ adds 
Jones, the band’s producer. “But that’s 
the one thing that’s really encouraging 
about us: There’s a thread that you can 
hear within the songs that connects 
them even though each song is still 
very different.” 

Jones moved to Los Angeles in 
2011 after attending college in Okla- 
homa, followed by Love, who moved 
out west from D.C. in 2014. Both 
artists came to the City of Angels to 
pursue careers in music, but, instead of 
working on their own projects, ended 
up working on others’. Love, who had 
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previously released a few ambient 
R&B tracks, took a job in songwriting, 
while Jones became “a beat maker” for 
pop artists, including Kelly Clarkson 
and Chris Brown. After a few years of 
producing, Jones decided to branch off 
on his own to pursue the weirder, more 
avant-garde sounds that he had tried 
to entice other artists with to no avail. 

“T tried to get established artists to 
hop on a new sound, and I realized it 
wasn't about to happen,” says Jones. 
“It was just a little bit unacceptable to 
the places I was trying to send it to ini- 
tially, which is why doing it on my own 
made so much sense.” 

The pair was introduced through 
a mutual friend in August 2014, and, 
after hanging out a few times, Jones 
decided to share with Love the secret 
demo tracks he’d recorded. 

“T had this uneasiness because they 
were a big deviation from what I'd been 
doing in the past,” Jones says. “Even 


just the idea of me coming up with 
melodies and stuff like that was a huge 
deviation from my whole life.” 

As it turned out, Love not only 
liked them, but was convinced he could 
build off of them. “T still remember the 
feeling I got when I first heard them,” 
Love says. “I was like, “Yo, let me do my 
thing with it.” 

Fast-forward to today and the band 
— who, according to Jones, chose the 
name because “it’s a little unortho- 
dox” — is hard at work on another 
EP, slated to drop sometime this year, 
and a full-length album. And although 
they’re still newbies, they’ve already 
learned a few lessons about the music 
industry and life in general. 

“Overall, the underlying thing is 
it’s okay to be different,” says Love. “In 
any field that you're working in, try to 
bend the boundaries a little bit. Every- 
one else might be too afraid to do it, 
but that doesn’t mean you should be.”

Way.” And although his love for said girl might have always “been that way,” 
R&B surely has not always sounded “that way.” With the October release of his 
debut studio album Trap Soul, Tiller, who is still very much a newcomer (albeit a 
popular one who sells out shows), has uprooted the very essence and sound of 
what people have come to expect from R&B. Instead of crooning, he spits and 
even occasionally raps. Instead of catchy hooks and danceable rhythms, he opts 
for slower, minimalist beats that he then layers with confessional, tender lyrics. 
The songs on Trap Soul are meticulously concocted, but with a feathery, light 
touch. The juxtaposition of the delicate melodies with Tiller’s vulnerable, heart- 
felt verses works. There’s a rawness to his sound that’s all the more affecting be- 
cause he doesn’t rub it in. Rather than bellow or moan to get his emotion across,

ITamno longer sexually active, but Ihave a significant col- 
lection of sex toys from earlier years. I’m thinking of get- 
ting rid of most of them, and it seems such a waste for 
them to end up in the landfill. What's an environmentally 
responsible way to dispose of dildos? I wish there was a 
place I could donate the dildos where they could be used 
again.

Reduce, Reuse, Recycle 


Your question comes up frequently, RRR, and 
there really isn’t a satisfactory answer.

You value monogamy, you want a monogamous 
commitment, and you want someone who feels the 
same. That great, O40, and you have my full support. 
But you do acknowledge that fantasies about others 
can be fun, as can looking, as can porn (watching oth- 
ers) and role-play (pretending to be others). So while 
you may wanna fuck other people—hence the looking 
and fantasizing and role-playing—you have no desire 
to actually fuck other people.
